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NORRIS ATTACKS 
WUDIIAL SYSTEM 


Washington, June 23. —(P)—-De- 
claring that it generally is conceded 
that the criminal®procedure in thie 
United States has fallen down, Sena- 
tor Norris, republican, Nebraska, took 
occasion today to criticise the judicial 
system in general and to defend the 
action of the senate in the case of 
Robert W. Stewart in the -Continen- 
tal Trading company bond investiga- 
tion. 

Reiterating his declaration at the 
time of Stewart's acquittal in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia supreme court here 
that “it is hard to convict a wealthy 
man,” Norris said that technicalities 
and delays have made it difficult and 
often impossible to secure convictions 
where there practically is no dispute 
as to the guilt of the defendant. 

“This is particularly true where 
the defendant has sufficient weaith 
or has wealthy friends who are will- 
ing to contribute to his defense,” he 


said: 
Court Falls Behind. 

“Our procedure, particularly in our 
criminal courts, has not kept pace 
with the advancing civilization of the 
world. Many of these technicalities 
heary with age, adopted originally as 
shields for the innocent, have beconie 


the loopholes for the escape of the) 


guilty and the common belief of the 
layman, founded upon a great deal 
of reason, is that if a man has money 
enough he cannot be convicted of 
crime.” 

The Nebraskan emphasized that 
there recently have been important 
cases that have gone far to illustrate 
his contention. He declared that for 
several years “all patriotie cilizens 


have stood aghast and have been hu- |! 
miliated at the wonderful disclosures | 


made, principally by senate investi- 
gating committees wherein, among 
other crimes, it was shown that some 
millionaire oi] speculators had = de- 
bauched and bribed high officials in 
the government for the purpose of 
gaining title to extremely valuable oi! 
lands,” 
Cites Stewart Case. 

Using the Stewart case as an illus- 
tration of “how 
dure of our country has _ broken 
down,’ Norris said that there was no 
dispute about any of the questions 
involved. ‘The court held, he con- 
tended, that the questions asked by 
the senate committee which Stewart 
refused to answer were pertinent and 
that the jury bad nothing to do ex- 
cept return a‘ verdict of guilty. 

“If Mr. Stewart had been a labor- 
er in the streets of W ashington, he 
would have been on his way to jail 
within two hours after the jury was| 
impaneled,” he declared. 

“The Stewart trial is only an ilus- 
tration of many. Unimportant as

GROATIAMOURNS 
SLAIN PATRIOTS

Zalgreb, Croatia, 
All Croatia mourned as the bodies 
of Paul Raditch and Dr. Baparitchek, 
leading figures in the Croatian peas- 
ant party, shot down by a govern- 
ment deputy in Belgrade, were borne 
to their graves today through a vast 
assemblage that lined the streets. 

Not since the death of King Peter 
seven years ago had Jugosiayia wit- 
nessed a more impressive funeral pro- 
cession, 

Legions of peasants marched five 
abreast through the crowded streets 


vials of holy water and sacred 
ikons. Their heads were shaved, their 
feet bare and they wore the national 
costume of pure white. 

While sobs shook the moumers at 
the graveside, Deputy Prebitchevitch, 
in a ‘choking voice pronounced a pan- 
egyric over the fallen deputies. 
officiated in place of Stefan Ra- 
ditch, the peasant leader, who was 
wounded in the Belgrade 
and could net come to Zalgreb. 

The most pathetic figures 
grave were the widows and 
small children of the slain deputies. 

As the coffins were lowered T’reb- 
itcheviteh read a message from King 
Alexander and a stutement trom Sie 
fan Raditch written from his hos- 
pital.

The 
club has finished paying off the loan 
at the bank which was made to equip 
our banquet-hall and kitchen. Our 
fire insurance has been changed from 
single-year policies to three-year poli- 
cies. Our payment of $4,445.52 on in- 
terest and life insurance due June 15, 
1928, was paid two months in advance, 
thus saving discount. There was left 
in the treasury a balance of $3,710.64, 
with all bills paid to May 9, 192S8— 
which statement will be shown by the 
report of the auditors, Touche, Niven 
& Co., and will be published in the 
year book now going to press. Since 
May 9 (when the books were turned 
over to the auditors) the receipts have 
been $5,451.2° and the expenditures 
$5,370.38, with no outstanding obliga- 
tions. The expenditures of this month 
are unusually large because of repairs 
to the swimming pool, heavy catering 
expenses, fire insurance premium for 
three years. ‘There remains, how- 
ever, to date, in the treasury of the 


‘club a cash balance of $3,791.48. The 


club has no notes or obligations of any 
kind (except current expenses) due 
until December 15, 1928, when the in- 
terest on the mortgage and premium on 
life insurance amounting to about $4.- 
445.52 will mature. It is our custom 
to pay the interest charge two months 
in advance of the date and no doubt 
this will be done this year. 


Membership. 


“The membership of the club is 764 
with six applications for membership 
now posted. At the May meeting Mrs. 
T. G. Delph counted the members pres- 
ent during the opening exercises. She 
made affidavit that there were 278 
persons present. Mrs. Delph has for 
two years been chairman of the house 
committee and in line with her duty 
has counted the people present at every 
meeting so that she would know how 
many cups and how much tea and 
‘ake to have ready in the ante-room 
to serve after meetings. The support- 
ers of Mrs. Hornady claim that 124 
votes were cast for her at the gather- 
ing following the adjournment of the 
regular meeting of the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club.

to arrive at Miami, Fla., in time to 
refuel and take-off ip order to arrive 
in Nicaragua before the next day’s 
afternoon tropical deluge of rain set 
in.

Judge Eugene D. Thomas, of Ful- 
ton county superior court, is the only 
one of the seven incumbents to come 
before the electorate of Fulton coun- 
ty and the fifth congressional dis- 
trict of Georgia who will be returned 
to the position without opposition. 

When entries closed at noon Sat- 
urday he had an open field, and thus 
was assured the nomination in the 
primary which will be staged Septem- 
ber 12.

Born in Douglas. 


He was born in Douglas county in 
1881, during the time when the south 
was in the throes of the reconstruc- 
tion period following the war between 
the states. The family fortunes had 
heen completely prostrated by the 
ravages of the struggle and he was 
deprived of the educational advan- 
tages which he otherwise would have 
énjoyed. 

The family moved to Fulton coun- 
ty in 1895, and Judge Thomas has 
made his home here since that date. 
He is self-educated, but is regarded 
as one of the most efficient and capa- 
ble members of the Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county bench. 

In December, 1915, he was ap- 
pointed chief justice of the municipal 
court, and held the post with dis- 
tinetion until his elevation in De- 
cember, 1923, to fill the unexpired 
term on the Fulton county bench 
which was vacated by the death of 
the late Judge John T. Pendleton,

All May Come and See. 


That is the place where all the 
world and his wife may come to look 
in awhile on a national convention in 
action. Big stairways give access on 
one side from behind the wire de- 
fenses of the convention proper and 
let out again on the other side. 

All whe will may come and go 
across that bridge, provided only that 
they keep moving. The whole picture 
of the convention will be before their 
eyes, as they shuffle along, cut ‘off 
from them only by a high, tight woven 
wire screen. For the first time, in fact 
as well as fancy, a national convention 
is to be open to all comers. 

Crows’ nests for the cameramen 
each with a battery of huge search- 
lights available to flood the scene be- 
low with their white glare, have been 
put close against the roof at the top 
of each of the dozen or so supporting 
pillars. The main roof span covers a 
space 120 by 326 feet without cross- 
girder or construction of any kind. It 
is just a single, mighty wooden cave 
with gently rounded roof above, weird 
in the strange diamond. patterning of 
the bracing.

ments pending the opening of the 
democratic national convention Tues- 
day and it may furnish the basis for 
a real fight in the platform-making 
committee if not in the convention 
itself, 

Thus the ultra-drvs, who are vio- 
lently opposed to the nomination of 


Al Smith have, momentarily at least, | 


taken the ball away from the pariy 
leaders,¥ who had planned ta coneen- 
trate pubhe attention on allegations 
In government and in 
polities, farm relief, tariff revision 
and other issues which they regarded 
as the weak spot in 
armor. 

Just how far the ultra-drys can 
carry their fight in the convention 
remains for future determination, but 
the stressing of this issue at. this 
time has been deprecated by a num- 
ber of the leaders, some of whom are 
opposed to Smith, and who take the 
view that the democratic party must 
zo to the country not on a single 
issue, but on a series covering the 
needs of the hour. 

The drys want a plank stronger than 
that adopted by the republicans at 
Kansas City last week and there have 
been suggestions that some of thein 
may demand a full endorsement of 
the eighteenth amendment and _ the 
Volstead act with a declaration 
against either repeal or modification. 
Such a demand would meet with de- 
termined opposition from not only 


the Smith, but other candidate camps. 


Dan Moody, Texas’ youthful and 
dynamic governor, is looked to by the 
drys to lead their fight in the resolu- 
tionss committee after the leaders of 
the prohibition organizations 
presented their arguments at the pub- 
lic hearings which will precede the 
actual drafting of the platform.

MEXICANS HOP OFF

204. Farrell's great 71 in the forenoon 
round put him back in the fight and 
he followed this counter attack with 
another fine 72 in the afternoon as 
Jones faltered on the first nine. So 
Jones and Farrell, two young Ameri- 
ean entries, battle over the 36-hole 
route on Sunday to decide which head 
will wear the crown. 

Whether it will rest upon the blond 
hair of Bobby Jones, the 


professional, is something that now 
rests in the lap of the golfing gods. 
The Fireworks. 


But it was neither Jones nor Farrell. 
nor yet Walter Hagen, who finished 
fourth at 296, who furnished the flar- 
ing fireworks of the day. As Jonés 
came on to tie Farrell 204, the word 
passed out that Roland Hancock, a 22- 
vear-old professional of Wilmington. 
N. C., had gone out in 33 and was 
leading the pack, Hancock had started 
the day with 151, seven strokes back 
of Jones. He had a 72 in the fore- 
noon to cut this lead to six strokes 
and then Jones and Hagen each took 
a 40 on the first nine of the final 
round. Young Hancock raced around 
the same nine-hole route in 338. 

IIe had picked up seven strokes in 
nine holes on Bobby Jones and Walter 
Hagen, two of the greatest figures in 
the history of golf. 
pede followed. And as 
there came about one of the great 
tragedies of competitive sport. Han- 
cock, a 200-pound six-footer, young 
nud strong, had the championship ip 
his clammy grasp. 

He started home 5-3-5 and 
holed a 40-foot putt for a two on the 
13th. He slashed out a 500-yard drive 
on the hard 14th and got his four. He 
went on playing par until he stood on 
the 17th green. Here the combined 
galleries of Jones and Hagen and all 
the rest came rolling in like a tidal 
wave to follow the new champion 
home. 

Jones Forgotten. 


For Roland Hancock now had two 
fives left to win the title by a stroke.

Race Board Fails To Sanction 
Appearance; Horey Says 


He’ll Come Anyhow. 


Challenging the decision of the con- 
test board, Fred Horey, four-time 
world champion, wired officials of 
Lakewood park last night that he 
will start in. the July 4 auto races 
in spite of the board’s ruling. 

Friday the board held that Horey 
had a former agreement with Austyn 
Swenson, northwest promoter, to start 
in a July 4 auto race at St. Paul, 
and that he could not start at Lake- 
wood. Horey contends that he had 
no definite understanding with Swane- 
sén and that he will start at Lake- 
wood if the officials here want him. 

“It may mean,’ Horey wired, “that 
the beard will cancel your sanction 
and that therefore some of your entries 
will back out. However if you are 
willing I will sign an entry today for 
the July 4 meet at Lakewood in spite 
of the contest board and if they want 
to throw me out of the league its okay 
With me, I did not have an agree- 
ment with Swenson or anyone else, 
and the contest board is not going to 
start telling me where I can enter and 
can't.’ 

Hlorey mentioned’ several other 
things, among them that he is the 
oldest active race driver in point of 
years on the track and that in his 
long experience he has yet to be told 
that he can’t start in any particular 
race meet. 

“Fred assured us that he had no 
understanding with Swenson,” one 
Lakewood official said last night, “and 
lL believe him. He has always been 
a favorite with the fans here and 
know they want him back for July 
4. If he will sign an entry, I’m in 
favor of accepting it in spite of the 
contest board. If they cancel our 
sanction, we will run anyway. That’s 
the way I feel.”

Call it 
luck if you will, but the splintered bat 
failed to cut the power of his drive. 

The big boy of the Yankees has no 
trouble rifling the strike ball into 
fair territory, but his unusual reach 
and leverage make it possible for him 
to drive the extremely high, low or 
outside ball with as much force as if 
it were pitched through the heart of 
the plate. Other batsmen take these 
deliveries as called balls, and wait for 
ones close to the groove before they 
swing for action. 

Ovelooked Qualities. 

Baseball is indebted to Ruth for his 
home runs, yet he has several charac- 
teristics sadly overlooked if one meas- 
ures his greatness only by his ability 
to make circuit smashes, He says 
frankly that he is not a “guess” hitter. 
loo many batters attempt to forecast 
the pitch. Ruth lets the picher and 
catcher do all the conniving, and ¢hal- 
lenges them to dispose of him. Being 
king of the home run industry doesn’t 
destroy his poise. If he misses a 
home run by inches, he doesn’t view 
it as tough luck. Most sluggers do. 
Ruth wastes no energy in futile worry. 

Three years ago he reached full 
blossom as a start. Before, he had 
seemed satisfied to electrify balldom 
with his terrifie clouts. Then, sud- 
denly, other departments of the game 
seemed to fascinate him. His field- 
ing improved till he became one of 
the best fly catchers and ground cov- 
erers in the game. The daring of op- 
posing base runners stopped when Ruth 
handled the ball in the outfield. He 
became an excellent base runner, and 
is the most accomplished slider, for a 
big man, whom I have ever seen. 

Several weeks ago he sprained his 
afnkle playing at Detroit, and was 
forced to retire. The following day 
Sunday, he was back in the line-up. 
Sense of duty prompted him to ap- 
pear, regardless of injury, because he 
knew thousands who could not see him 
play on a week day were on hand. 
Ruth never quits trying. That's be- 
cause he has a great baseball heart 
and doesn’t perform with the thought 
of a big pay day ahead. : 

No other player, past or present 
possesses a better baseball disposition. 
Baseball fans for 15 vears have 
scanned the horizon vainly fora second 
Cobb. Even more hopeless is the quest 
for another Ruth.

THE RARE COMBINATION. : 
The hard puncher must get set, as a rule, before nailing his man. 
There are few who can weave around on their feet throwing artistic 
punches that also carry knockout force. 
A man fights as he thinks. If he is thinking along defensive lines, 
self-protection first, he cannot be any killing offensive machine. “Safety 
last” was Dempsey’s ring slogan,°and he fought as he thought. Yet 


1 | while rare, it is possible to be a boxer and a hard hitter, if any modern 


fighter would only give enough study and work to the job. Tunney, for 
example, while not a killing hitter, is a good boxer who knows how to 
hit and who hits harder than he seems to punch. Tunney could be a 


smashing hitter if he cared to chuck some of his conservatism and take | 


greater chances. But his reply is, “Why, when I don’t have to?”’ And 
there seems to be no reasonable answer if one feels that way about it. 
In other phrases, Tunney can see no use in attempting to please the 
crowd at the risk of his own chin. 

Yet Tunney has made a long study of hitting, has worked out a 
dozen methods of leverage, of applying weight at the moment of impact. 

Tom Heeney, you would think, ought to be a terrific hitter. He is 
thick set and powerfully built. He has big shoulders and tremendous 
arms and wrists. He is fearless and aggressive. But so far he has shown 
almost nothing when it comes to nailing his man with a jarring thump. 
He hits only with fists and arms. He seems to know little about getting 
his right or left shoulder back of the impact with the right snap at the 
right moment. There are any number of 200-pounders who can’t hit a 
golf ball 200 yards, and there are any number of 130-pounders, including 
girls, who can. 

Punching isn’t a matter of brute force. It is a matter of the correct 
application of power. Heeney is at least a fair boxer and with his 
ruggedness and his aggressive mental side he would be a double attrac- 
tion and doubly dangerous if he could work out a method of hard punch- 
ing, which is largely a matter of study, patience and hard work. 

IN ANY OTHER GAME. 

Ruth {sn’t a great slugger because he weighs 220 pounds. He is.a 
long-distance walloper because he times his stuff, his tremendous body 
backing up the punch as the bat whistles on its way. 

Ruth doesn’t lunge at the ball. There is almost perfect smoothness 
in his swing, which reaches top speed at the moment of impact. Bobby 


Jones, weighing 150 pounds, can hit a golf ball almost as far as he has to. | 


It is largely a matter of co-ordination where shoulders, hips and bouy

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MOTOR GETTING 


PUBLIC ATTENTION

in which interest has centered upo.

In the air, new non-stop endurance 


figures of 58 and 60 hours have dem- 
oustrated the brilliant progress which 


has been made in developing engine, 


ability and dependability. On the 
highway the thousands of motorists 
who have made long-distance trips 
have seen the same improvement in 
automobile engines. 


Passenger planes traveling at 100 


miles per hour have created a new 


conception of the volume of time; and |

ihe engine at the center of interest. 

This change in interest has _ been 
noted by our Cadillac-la@Salle — dis- 
tributing organization. Lecause en- 
gine performance of late years had 
been so supremely fine and trouble- 
free, the public had taken a_ good 
engine for granted and had turned 
its attention to other things. At some 
points we found that as high as 95 
per cent of sales had _ been made 
without as much as raising the hood 
to explain the power unit of the car. 

Now the picture is entirely changed. 
Public attention for many months has 
been riveted upon the spectacular per- 
formauce of airplane engines. And in 
the motor cars the constant raising 
of the standard of sustained high speed 
has again drawn attention back to 
the power plant. The public wants 
to know how the results are obtained. 

We have found an unusual new in- 
terest in our V-type, 90-degree = en- 
gine because of its similarity to the 
radial airplane engine Which is per- 
forming so successfully. The Liberty 
airplane engine built for the govern- 
ment by a number of automobile man- 
ufacturers during the world war was a 
V-type, and the power plants of many 
of our fastest speed boats are of 
the same basic design. 

Points of similarity between a V- 
type engine and a radial airplane 
engine include the V-type principle of 
cylinder location. The V-type auto- 
mobile engine has a single V-angle 
between its two cylinder blocks. The 
design of the radial airplane engine 
is a series of “Vees” radiating in all 
directions from the crankshaft. 

This gives the two engineg certain 
advantages in common. The short, 
rugged crankshaft gives a maximum 
of sturdiness and maximum of smooth- 
ness in operation. The resulting short- 
ness of the engine also economizes the 
use of space. This economy is essen- 
tial in the airplane: and in the motor 
car it leaves more room on the chassis 
for the body and so for passenger com- 
fort. 

The revolving crankshaft of an en- 
gine receives the full impact of all the 
power impulses. For that reason it is 
enlled the “foundation”’ of the engine. 
With these impacts delivered at a rate

s MOSQUITOES AND RAIN REPORTERS’ WOES F 


For Glimpse 


of Coolidge 


Superior, Wis., June 23.—()— 
This is a tale of a 14-mile canoe ride 
on the Brule river, through a drench- 
ing rain to see the place where the 
president of the United States is 
spending his vacation. 

The four-hour trip was a contin- 
ual-tilt with mosquitoes and rain, but 
the effort was rewarded with a sight 
of Calvin Coolidge, sitting in a Cca- 
noe on Crane lake, watching secret, 
service men feed the trout with liver. 

Crane lake is a part of the Henry 
Clay Pierce estate, and twice a week 
the trout are fed there. These fish 
are caught only for sport and then 
thrown back, for they are not good 
eating. President Coolidge, when seen 
through a thin hedge between the river 
and lake, was watching the trout rise 
for their meal. 

Two miles from the nearest high- 
way, and separated from the world by 
a dense wood, the president has ut- 
most privacy. A company of soldiers 
prevent anyone going down the lane 
leading to Cedar Island lodge unless 
on official business and a sight of the 
summer white house is impossible, 

The waters of the Brule, however, 
take one to the door of the lodge, and 
it was with the hope of being per- 
mitted to navigate the stream thus 
far that the reporters boarded a canoe 
at Stone bridge, several miles up- 
stream, with the Indian, Carl Miller, 
as guide. 

The swish of the rain on the even 
surface of the. river, the hum of 
mosquitoes and the occasional call of 
a bird were the only sounds in the| 
forest as the canoe nosed its way | 
through 


the rocks of the woodland | 
water route. High on each side rose 
the stately pines, the cedars and the 
balsams. and against this darker green 
were the more delicate elder, cran- 
berry and willow bushes at the wa- 
ter’s edge. Dead tamaracks, victims of 
the caterpillar, rose occasionally in 
special grandeur. 

Here and there. where they could 
get a bit of sunlight were cowslips, 
blue flags and delicate ferns. It was a 
picture of wild life. unmarred by the 
civilization not many miles distant. 

“The beaver-~see where he cut 
down the trees and built his home,’ 
said the Indian as the canoe 
past a pile of sticks and mud in the 
water. 

“Deer paths,” he volunteered a few 
moments l/ater, rounding a bend. ‘“‘Deer 
come down here to drink.” 

A mink ran a short race with the 
eanoe on the shore of the stream to 
disappear in a hole, and a muskrat 
took up the relay for a few yards. In 
the water ahead the trout were leap- 
ing above the surface,

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FRUITS HOLD ATTENTION OF U. S. PRODUCE TRADE 


GEORGIA PEACHES 
REACHING MARKET 


By U. S. Department of Agriculture 

Except for the heavy supplies of 
new potatoes, which cannot be ignored, 
attention of the produce trade is start- 
ing to be directed toward fruit pros- 
pects for the 1925 season. Califor- 
nia cherries have been rather abundant 
but the season in that state is de- 
elining and Utah and the Pacific 
northwest are now added to the source 
of supply. The week’s shipments of 
cherries increased to 180 cars. Out- 
put of California plums and prunes 
jumped to 425 cars, and was heavier 
than last June. 

Peach forwardings totaled 380 cars, 
compared with 60 the week betore: 
Georgia shipped about 300 and Cali- 
fornia 69 cars. The peach season 
was opening in South Carolina and Al- 
abama. Georgia Uneedas were ar- 
viving in terminal markets and jobbinz 
at $2.50-S4 per six-basket crate. A 
wide range of $2-$5.50 prevailed on 
Georgia and North Carolina Mayflow- 
ers, depending mostly on size and 
quality. Grape shipments from Cal- 
jfornia had increased to 25 cars. Apple 
holdings in cold storage on June 1 
were 12 per cent greater than a year 
aco, in spite of the fact that barreled 
stock is very short. 

Potato markets were in sluggish 
condition, and prices discouragingly 
low. Keceipts have been very heavy. 
particularly for the Carolinas. Prices 
of watermelons and cantaloupes show 
ed signs of improvement. Markets 
for tomatoes and onions were rather 
weak; the tomato supply from south- 
central states is quite liberal. Cab- 
bage prices were very low. Acreage 
of Eihaes in the late states is being 
reduced to lowest point in the past 
five years, as a result of the disastrous 
1927 reason. Prices of strawberries 
were advancing, chiefly because of the 
decreasing supply. The northern ber- 
ry states are now becoming active. 


Movement of Potatoes. 


The past week was featured by an 
exceptionally heavy movement of new 
potatoes. About 6,500 cars were ship- 

ed, compared with 4,800 the week be- 
ore and 5,600 during the correspond- 
ing period in 1927. Including ship- 
ments of old stock, the total daily 
potato forwardings averaged nearly 
1.100 cars. South Carolina has com- 
pleted its heaviest movement and de- 
creased to 1,110 cars for the week. 
Total from that state is already o0U 
cats more than during all of last sea- 
son. North Carolina took the lead 
with 2.600; Norfolk section of Vir- 
ginia shipped 400 and the eastern 
shore 900 cars. Timely rains in- 
creased the crop prospects on the east- 
ern shore. Shipments from Alabama 
continued active and totaled 650 cars, 
while Louisiana decreased to 140 and 
Texas to 175 cars. Oklahoma's total 
for the week was 70, and California 
forwarded 220 cars of potatoes. 

Prices declined further. Elizabeth 
City section of North Carolina quoted 
$1.50-$1.60 per barrel of  cobblers, 
compared with $2 on the eastern 
shore. At this time last year, sales 
were made at $5-85.75. Latest ad- 
vices from southern Alabama showed 
a range of $1-81.-15 per 100 pounds 
of Bliss Triumphs. Eastern stock 
ranged generally $2-$3 per barrel in 
terminal markets and southern sacked 
Triumphs ruled $1.50-$1.75 per 100 

ounds. Car lot sales of California 
Vhite Rose potatoes were made in 
Kansas City at $1.75. 

Melon Shipments. 

Florida watermelon shipments 
creased temporarily to 1,110 cars, 
compared with 2.250 .a year ago. 
Texas increased to 100 and Imperial 
Valley to 450 cars. Florida ship- 

ing points reported a stronger mar- 

et: 24-pound melons were bringing 
$250-$300 per carload and .30 to 32- 
ound stock ranged as high as $525. 
Medium-sized watermelons were sell- 
ing at $470 per carload in New York. 
Several eastern cities quoted sales on 
a unit basis at 30c-60c, according to 
size of melons. The crop in_ the 
Graceville section of Florida was 
greatly reduced by rains and floods. 

Tomato movement in Mississippi 
increased sharply to 960 cars, while 
Texas forwarded 685 and Florida only 
130 cars. The Arkansas tomato sea- 
son opened. Prices were mostly lower 
at 85c per four-basket crate, f. o. b. 
central Mississippi points, and at 60c- 
65e f. o. b. eastern Texas. Lugs sold 
at $1.40-$1.60 in the Texas shipping 
district. Terminal markets quoted 
fours from Mississippi at 90c-$1.25 
and lugs from Texas at $2-85. Flor- 
jda stock was variable as to quality 
and condition; six-basket crates were 
jobbing at $2.50-S4. 

Onion Markets Weak. 

Texas shipped 100 cars of onions, 
compared with 28 during the same 
week last June. California’s output 
was about 75 cars.- Southern Cali- 
fornia’s total this season was only 
1.150 cars, as against 1,730 in 1927. 
Both Yellow Bermudas and Crystal 
Wax onions were bringing 75c per 
erate, f. o. b. the Collins county dis- 
trict of Texas. Cash sales were made 
even lower. Haulings were increas- 
ing. The city market price on Yel- 
lows was mostly $1-81.50. with Crys- 
tal Wax as high as $1.75. Arrivals 
from Egypt decreased and this im-

FEED MARKETS 
CONTINUE SLOW 


Washington, June 23.—(Special.) 
A slow demand for most feeds as 2 
result of good pasturage throughout 
most of the country and lower feed 
grain prices weakened the feed mar- 
ket during the week ending June 21, 
according to the grain, hay and feed 


market news service of the United 
States bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics. Favorable weather for spring 
grains brought about a weaker situa- 
tion in the market for corn and oats 
while hay prices moved toward a new 
crop basis. 

The output of wheat feeds was of 
moderate volume and offerings of 
both bran and middlings were limit- 
ed. The supply of bran, however, ap- 
peared equal to market requirements 
which were principally for immediate 
delivery. New crop bran was selling 
in a small way at Kansas City June 
21 at $26.50-27.00 per ton. The sup- 
ply of middlings and other heavy 
wheat feeds were scarcely equal to 
the continued active demand for these 
feeds and prices held very firm. 

At the close of the week gray shorts 
were quoted at Atlanta at $47.00- 
50.00 per ton and at Kansas City at 
$41.50. Soft winter wheat bran was 
quoted at Atlanta at $39.50, while 
hard winter wheat bran was quoted 
at Kansas City at $29.50. . 


Proteins Weaker. 


The market for high protein feed 
weakened, principally as a result of 
a slackened demand as the supply is 
limited. Only about 5,460 tons of cot- 
ton seed were received at crushers 
during the May and about 31,375 tons 
of meal were produced. Shipments of 
meal from crushers during May to- 
taled about 56,500 tons, leaving 
slightly less than 60,000 tons on 
hand at crushers at the first of June. 
This compares with 153,850 tons June 
1 last season. Stocks of seed at 
mills at the first of June amounted 
to only about 52,500 tons whereas 
last year mills had about 153,500 tons 
of seed and about 103,000 tons of 
meal on hand June 1, 

(Juotations at many of the mar- 
kets are only nominal but are $1-S2 
per ton lower than a week ago. Thir- 
ty-six per cent meal was quoted at 
Atlanta at $52.00 per ton while 43 
per cent meal was quoted at Fort 
Worth at $57.50. 


Gluten Feeds. 


The gluten feed market held steady 
With prices’ practically unchangea. 
Hominy feed was lower influenced by 
lower corn prices. Alfalfa meal held 
steady for old crop meal since little 
new meal is yet available and ship- 
ments are being delayed by unfavor- 
able weather. 

With the new corn crop making 
favorable progress the market con- 
tinued weak and prices made some 
further decline. No. 3 yellow corn 
was quoted at the close of the mar- 
ket June 20 at Chicago at $1.00- 
1.01 1-2 and at Kansas City at 97 1-2 
cents to 98 cents per bushel. Oats 
remained independently firm because 
of the limited supply and light mar- 
ket offerings. No. 3 white oats were

Hay Markets. 


The hay markets weakened slightly 
and prices moved downward toward 
a& new crop basis during the week, 
Pastures and meadows made generally 
good growth in most sections east 
of the Mississippi river.

Re- 
ceipts at distributing and consuming 
markets were generally about suffi- 
cient for current needs.

COLUMN 


Diversification as a principle is 
well appreciated by the average in- 


vestor, according to my impression. 
There is realization that the o.d ad- 
age, “Don’t put all your eggs in one 
basket” is a sound one. ‘The inves- 
tor appreciates that in the case of 
properly selected securities the ele- 
ment of risk is very small, but never- 
theless diversification is a form of in- 
vVestment insurance well worth em- 
ploving. | 

While there is this general under- 
standing of the value of diversifi- 
cation, some investors ask, oceasion- 
ally, the best way to carry it ont. 
You can carry it to an indefinite ex- 
tent, of course, but there are four 
principal points to consider. 

Diversify Amount. 

First, it is imvortant to diversify 
by the amount you invest in any 
one security or in one company. I 
have already pointed out in this 
column that there is no one absolute- | 
Jy safe investment, so an _ investor 
needs to limit the amount he buys 
of any one security. What this limit 
should be depends upon the account 
and the nature of the securities al- 
ready held, but for average accounts 
a safe limit would be in the neighbor- 
hood of 5 per cent of the total fund. 

Second, diversify by industries. 
Conditions change and with them the 
status of industries. An investor 
should not place full dependence in 
any one industry, even though he 
may think it is absolutely certain to 
maintain its position. Forty years 
ago there seemed to be no industry | 
with a surer future than the buggy | 
industry, for buggies were then quite | 
indispensable. But an investor who | 
placed all his funds in the bugey in- 
dustry would be in a pretty sad po- 
fition how. 

Various Branches. 

When diversifying by industrics, 
it is desirable to diversify in the! 
various branches of an iidustry as 
well. For instance, when buying pub- | 
lic utility bonds, instead of placing 
your entire funds in any di- 
vision, it is the wise course to huy 
into several—electric light and pow- 
er, gas, telephone, water and trans- 
portation. 

Third, diversify according 
graphical location. This is

another. It is a good idea to have | 
your investments originate in as 
many localities as feasible. That! 
spreads the risk geographically. 
Maturity Variety. 

Fourth, when buying beads, diver- 
sify according to maturiiy. To re- 
lieve himself of frequent reiuvest- | 
ment, the average invesior usually 
favors long-term issues. But some. 
of his money should go into shorter | 
term bonds and notes. It is unwise | 
to have all of onesS == securities— 
whether long-term or shert—matnr- 
ing the same year. or even in the 
same general period, for it is con- 
ceivable that conditions might not be 
favorable at that time for reiuvest- 
ment. 

Any investor who observes these. 
four means of diversifying his in- | 
vestment fund and does so under the, 
guidance of a competent advisor will | 
be quite sure of protecting his fund 
as a whole, and of maintaining his 
income without serious impairment 
through good times and bad.

Record Yield in Canada. 

In connection with likelihood of a 
record-breaking wheat yield in Cana- 
da this season, trade leaders here 
pointed out today that the result is 
dependent of course on conditions being 
favorable from now until the harvest. 
and that there is always the chance of 
a material setback in the spring wheat 
crop during July and August. On 
the other hand, the acreage and pres- 
ent prospect of Canadian wheat as 
reported in Chicago is generally re- 
garded as leaving room for extensive 
damage and yet allowing big scale pro- 
duction. : 

Meanwhile, although crop deteriora- 
tion in domestic spring wheat terri- 
tory is apparently checked, the outlook 
according to Chicago authorities indi- 
cates an extremely spotted crop, with 
light yields probable in many sections. 
Furthermore, domestic soft winter 
wheat states promise such a short crop 
that any further unfavorable condi- 
tions in the hard winter wheat har- 
vest region southwest are likely to 
have unusual significance from a mar- 
ket standpoint.

The cooperative spirit with state 
and federal agencies to further home 
economics is excellent. The women 
of Georgia know and have accepted 
for many years the advantages pro- 
vided by the Smith-Lever and Smith- 
Hughes acts, however, the opportuni- 
ties offered are now being sought with 
a greater degree of enthusiasm. 
“The extent of the interest mani- 
fested in Smith Hughes classes within 
the past two years is evidenced by one 
hundred and twenty classes having 
sponsored by various women’s 
clubs of Georgia showing a total en- 
rollment of over two thousand women.

WAYNE WHEELER, Dry Boss :: 


Tightening of Reins 


Over Ohio Ofticials 
Started by Wheeler 


Details of how Wayne Wheeler tightened the reins over public 
officials in Ohio; how, by his control of 20,000 votes, he swung elec- 
tions at will; how at one time while president of the Aunti-Saloon 
League of Ohio he supported for public office a man who owned two 
saloons; how on two occasions Wheeler’s tendency to work in two 
campaigns at the same time nearly wrecked his career; and other 
inside facts of the life of Wayne Wheeler, Dry Boss, are related in 
the second installment of his life and works presented by The Con- 


Stitution today. 


Today’s installment shows his gradual ascendency to power in 
the Ohio Anti-Saloon league leading up to his removal to Washington 
where he began that period of his public life which brought him 
eventually to be probably the most influential figure in America. 


CHAPTER III. 
_ Mingled Love and Prohibition. 


Romance came comparatively late 
Wheeler's life. 

Love at first sight captured him in 
ISUY. Wheeler was then attorney for 
ths Ohio Anti-Saloon League. A pro- 
hibition rally was being held during 
Christmas week at Columbus, followed 
by a reception at the home of Dr. Pur- 
ley A. Baker, superintendent of the 
league. Miss Mila Belle Candy, daugh- 
ter of Robert Candy, a Columbus mer- 
chant, was present at both affairs. 
Wheeler later said that at the first 
glance he knew that he was looking 
at his future wife. Miss Candy was ac- 
companied by Miss Janet . Shaw, fore 
merly her room-mate at Oberlin, where 
Miss Candy had been studying music. 
Iflaving a slight acquaintance’ with 
Miss Shaw, Wheeler asked and _ ob- 
tained an introduction to Miss Candy, 
umd accompanied the two girls to the 
(‘andy home after the reception. That 
evening he invited them to attend a 
concert by the Oberlin Glee club a 
few nights later. Ile became a con- 
stant visitor at the Candy home and, 
when his professional engagements 
permitted, was Miss Candy's regular 
escort. 

In 


n 


September, 1900, Wheeler pro- 
posed, and was accepted by Miss 
Candy. He had to undergo a minor 
operation, and before entering the hos- 
pital he told Miss Candy of his love 
for her but said he did not expect an 
answer at once. Miss Candy, how- 
ever, had long decided what her feel- 
ings were, and sent Wheeler to his 
hospital room with the assurance of 
her love. 

The wedding took place March 7, 
1901, at the Third Street M. KE. 
church, Columbus, the Rey. P. A. Ba- 
ker of the Anti-Saloon League, assist- 
ed by the pastor of the church, Rev. 
A. H. Lathro,, performing the cere- 
mony. Henry Truesdell, of Toledo, 
was best man and George Leatty, of 
Toledo, Charles Stocker, of Cleveland, 
Professor ©. A. Wright, of Canton, 
and Richard E. Ackland, of Columbus, 
ushers. Miss Claudia Wheeler, sister 
of the groom, was bridesmaid. 

Three sons were born to the Wheel- 
ers: Robert Wayne, born December 
10, 1901; Donald Hyde, born August 
19, 1905, and Joseph Candy,’ born 
March 8, 1912. 

Not long after the honeymoon, 
Wheelers prohibition work not only 
engrossed his business hours but en- 
tered his ‘home life. His home be- 
came an adjunct and continuation of 
his office. The subordination of every- 
thing to his prohibition activities is 
indicated by a letter to his oldest 
son, written on a train, March 7, 1926 
in Which he says: '

CHAPTER IV. 


Political Dryness in Ohio. 

Wheeler’s aggressiveness after his 
election as attorney for the Ohio 
league found ample fields for expres- 
sion for a while in the prosecution 
of liquor cases and in aiding public 
officials charged with the enforcement 
of the law. ‘Two features of his work 
at that time were characteristic of 
his strategy when he became a na- 
tional figure. The first was his ex- 
posure of judges who thwarted his 
program for enforcement of the law. 
Judges in federal as well as judges 
in state courts who felt the sting of 
the Wheeler lash in the latter years 
of his life will find much that is al- 
ready familiar to them in the lan- 
guage of the accusation he publicly 
brought against some Ohio courts, the 
lists of instances cited and the alle- 
gation that this court “is tainted with 
the utmost leniency toward this espe- 
cinl elass of violators.’ 

The second feature of his work in 
that period which remained typical 
was his assault in 1900 on Mayor Me- 
Kisson of Cleveland because he had 
weleomed the National Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ convention with an address 
in which the mayor had expressed the 
opinion that “they would be of ma- 
terial assistance in upholding the law.”

SUPPORTED 
SALOON OWNER. 

This active opposition to any pub- 
lie official who said a kind word for 


the liquor traffic and his willingness 
‘to endorse a personal wet who was 


politically dry brought Wheeler into 
frequent collision with his own group 
throughout his career, and lent force 
to the attacks made upon him by the 
foes of prohibition. 

In 1809, the Anti-Saloon League 
opened legislative offices in Washing- 
ton. Edwin C. Dinwiddie, who had 
been legislative superintendent in 
Ohio, with a brief interval when he 
was superintendent of the Pennsy!- 
vania league, was appointed first na- 
tional legislative superintendent. The 
vacated post was not filled by the 
Ohio league, but the state superin- 
tendent, P. A. Baker, took charge of 
the work formerly handled by Dinwid- 
die. Some of that work he entrusted 
to Wheeler, who was styled “legisla- 
tive secretary.” 

Dr. Baker, an able and forceful per- 
sonality, delegated little real political 
or legislative authority to Wheeler 
Ile did, however, use his energy and 
persistence under his own direction, al- 
though not to the degree that Wheeler 
desired. Occasional conflicts between 
these two were inevitable. Only their 
mutual devotion to the work and re- 
card for each other’ prevented § a 
breach. Several times such a_ break 
seemed unavoidable. Dr. Baker com- 
plained that, when he was fighting 
the Senator Foraker group or the 
George Cox crowd, Wheeler was per- 
sonally cultivating some of the men 
Baker assailed. Wheeler justified this 
by the plea that the time might come 
when they would need a friend in one 
of these now hostile camps. 

This phase of the Wheeler tempera- 
ment underlay much of his nationa! 
activities, He rarely indulged in a 
personal attack against an influential 
wet. He singled out a few of the 
champions of the opposing party and 
“hurled his missile,” in the Russell 
phrase, against them, but these were 
the hopelessly wet politicians. Fle 
had no kind word for Alfred Smith. 
Albert Ritchie, James Reed or Oscar 
Underwood. By refraining from gen- 
eral attack, he won over to the dry 
camp, not by argument nor by con 
version to the theory of prohibition, 
but by demonstration of the exp- 
diency of political dryness, many upon 
whom the wet forees had counted.

The 
other agreed, and Wheeler -and the 
legislator were so constantly seen to- 
gether that it was commonly accepted 
that the dry lobbyist had won this 
vote. When the bill came up for pas- 
sage several who usually took their 
cue from this man voted with the 
drys, only to be shocked when Wheel- 
er’s erstwhile friend cast his vo'e on 
the wet side. 

On two occasions, Wheeler's ten- 
dency to work in both camps nearly 
injured his career. The first tire 
was in 1903 when P. A. Baker was 
leaving the superintendency of the 
Ohio league to accept the nationa:i sn- 
perintendency, which Howard Hyde 
Russell, founder of the league, had 
resigned to devote himself to the dif- 
ficult task of organizing a league in 
New York. Baker felt that the sluice 
of his successor in Ohio lay between 
two men—Wheeler, then attorney fer 
the league, and Ernest HI. Chersriag- 
ton, assistant state superintencent. 
He informed Cherrington thai he 
would have a majority of the votes 
of the board and that he, Baker, 
would use his influence for his elee- 
tion if he desired.

POLITICAL POWER. 
DEMONSTRATED. 

Wheeler’s services while

Myron T. Her- 
rick was governor of Ohio, ‘The 
league had been fighting loeal option 
battles, and had drafted the Bruan- 
nock local option bill, which would 
make it possible for the people to vote 
saloons out of residential districts, 
and, also, to keep them out for a 
three-year -term after any district nad 
voted dry. This was intended to avoid 
the necessity of organizing the vote 
for a local option election in every 
district every year.

The staunch republicanism of Ohio 
seemed to guarantee Herrick against 
any reprisals from the. dry | forces 
when he ran for reelection. Yet 
Wheeler secured the signatures. of 
100,000 Ohio republicans, protesting 
against his renomination. George B. 
Cox was then “boss” of Ohio, and 
Hlerrick was renominated. 

Largely through Wheeler’s influence, 
the democrats of Ohio nominated for 
governor John M. Vattison, president 
of the Union Central Life Assurance 
company, of Cineinnati. VDattison's 
platform was a church program: 
Stringent dry legislation, law enforce- 
ment, Sunday closing, ete., ete. 

This was the first gubernatorial 
contest which the league had serious- 
ly entered. Wheeler later said: “We 
had a hard job making the people see 
that they were not giving up their re- 
ligion when they voted democratic. 
That was especially true in the rural! 
sections, where they always voted a 
straight republican ticket in honor otf 
Lincoln. I[ used to tell them that 
Lincoln wasn't running this year.” 
HERRICK 
DEFEATED.

In 1927, when Herrick, as ambas- 
sador to France, was sharing in the 
Paris reception to Captain Charles A. 
Lindbergh, the aviator, Wheeler told 
the story of Herrick’s defeat by the 
Ohio drys and wondered how comfort- 
able he would feel in the 
of the abstinent young flier, the son 
of a congressman who had fought as 
hard for the dry cause as Herrick 
had for the wets. 

In the Fourth of July 
by Wheeler during the anti-Herrick 
campaign, it is curious to note that 
Wheeler then listed among the heroes 
of the nation a man whom later he 
ranked among the foes of the consti- 
tution. Mavor Weaver of Philadel- 
phia, Governor Hanly of Indiana, 
Governor Johnson of Minnesota, Gov- 
ernor Cobb of Maine, Governor Folk 
of Missouri and Theodore Rooseveit 
were each cited as examples of out- 
standing aggressive Americanism who 
were devoted to the highest ideals, and 
among these, with equal honor paic 
him, occurs the name of Goveruor La- 
Follette of Wisconsin.

20,000 VOTES. 

The anti-Herrick fight was the only 
outstanding dramatic episode in 
Wheeler's Ohio career. He wrote muca 
dry legislation on the statute books, 
played an active part in the politics 
of the state, made his endorsemeni 
worth about 20,000 votes to such can- 
didates as he especially approved, put 
the league in strong financial con- 
dition, and personally covered the 
whole state to the remotest village 
cross-road church. In 1908, he was 
able to report that fifty-seven coun- 
ties were dry under the county local 
option law whose passage he had en- 
gineered; that five more were dry 
under other laws; that half of the re- 
maining twenty-six were dry under 
rarious local option laws, and that 60 
per cent of the population, and 85 per 
cent of the territory, of the state was 
under dry legislation. 

During Wheeler's Ohio period, he 
won the interest and support of many 
influential men. John D. Rockefeller 
was in the congregation one bitteriy 
cold winter day in 1905, at the Bap- 
tist church which the oil magnate at- 
tended in Cleveland. At the close of 
the service, Rockefeller urged Wheeler 
not to be extravagant with his health 
and presented him with a paper vest, 
guaranteed to keep the wearer warm 
in Ohio’s coldest weather. 

Wheeler preserved the vest unworn 
asa souvenir, ‘utfound practical use 
for the $5,000 gift to the league which 
accompanied it.

LOSES LICENSE 
CLAUSE FIGHT. 

Wheeler’s most serious disappoint- 
ment in Ohio was his failure to pre- 
vent the adoption of a license clause 
in the new state constitution, which 
was approved by the voters in 1912. 
Ohio had been a no-license state. Sa- 
loons were taxed but not licensed. 
This tax, fixed at $350 in 1896, was 
raised to $1,000 in 1906 after a legis- 
lative fight in which the opponents 
of the league charged that Wheeler 
and the other league officials only 
half-heartedly backed the measure. 
During the latter part of 1911, the 
three-year “dry” limit expired for 
many counties which had voted the sa- 
loon out in 1908. The lquor men pe- 
titioned for a new election, and won 
eighteen out of thirty counties, adding 
6923 more saloons to the 7,950 already 
in existence. These victories maue 
them press for a constiutional amend- 
ment providing for liquor licenses.

In his summary of the election re- 
sults, Wheeler wrote: “The amend- 
ment preserves all existing local oj- 
tion and other temperance laws and 
applies only to ‘wet’ territory or to 
‘territory which may become ‘wet’... 
There is nothing in the amendment 
which will prevent the people trom 
securing state-wide prohibition when- 
ever they desire to do so.” 

This was making the best of a bad 
situation. Wheeler, however, was not 
content to issue explanations or alibis, 
but he set about turning defeat into 
victory. At the 1913 session of the 
legislature he secured even more strin- 
gent restrictions on the saloon thaa 
those provided by the amendment, in- 
cluding prohibition of saloons within 
300 feet of a schoolhouse, forbidding 
minors loitering in or about saloons, 
making licenses expire yearly on tie 
fourth Mondays of November (soon 
after the regular election, fixing the 
license fee at $1,000, and denial 
licenses to non-citizens, to any not of 
good moral conduct” or to persons 
interested in the liquor traffic in any 
other place.

and organization as will end in the 
‘elimination of every saloon, brewery 
and distillery from the state.” 
TIGHTEN REINS 
OVER OFFICIALS. 

Wheeler at once tightened the reins 
over public officials by invoking the 
law whose passage he had secured in 
the 19135 legislature, providing the re- 
moval of officials who were derelict tn 
law enforcement. Through the use of 
this whip, he compelled the Sunday 
closing of saloons in the larger cities, 


‘including Cincinnati, which had been 


one of the most wide-open towns In 
the country.

Wheeler recognized the adver- 
tising value of such a tribute froin 
the foe and used it in his leaflets and 
other literature, with the quotation 
from the Cincinnati Times-Star: 

“There are certain enthusiastic op- 
ponents that liken Wheeler to his sa- 
taniec majesty, but even they must 
give him his due, which is the tribute 
to a-man who never loses his urban- 
ity and his sense of direction as to his 
goal.” 

In 1913, the program for national 
prohibition was outlined. It had been 
discussed by league officers and work- 
ers for some months. In his analysis 
of legislation for the May, 1913, an- 
niversary number of the American 
*atriot, a Jeague organ, National 
Legislative Superintendent Dinwiddie 
had listed as the “immediate concern ° 
of the league, “the submission of the 
question of a national censtitutiona:

In the same 
publication, National Superintendent 
Purley A. Baker had urged: “The 
time for a nation-wide movement 
outlaw the drink traffic is auspi- 
cious.”

MEETS SECOND 
| DEFEAT. 

Through the operation of the ref- 
erendum, Wheeler met a second defeat 
in 1914, when both wets and drys 
| presented proposed constitutional 
}amendment to the people of Ohio. The 
| Anti-Saloon proposal provided for 
state-wide prohibition. The liquor 
;}men’s proposal provided for home 
rule, repealing the county local op- 
tion law and providing that the leg- 
islature could not adopt any prohibi- 
tory measures in any units larger than 
townships or incorporated municipal- 
ities. The dry vote throughout the 
state was increased over 100,000 by 
Wheeler's campaign of propaganda 
and organization, but the league’s 
amendment was defeated by a major- 
ity of over 83,000, while the wet home 
rule amendment was adopted by a ma- 
jority of 12,000. 

Wheeler, in his summary of the 
1914 election results, pointed out that 
“seventy counties voted against the 
home rule amendment; nine yoted for 
it. Heretofore 63 counties marked the 
high tide dry sentiment in the 
state. Dasing the estimate on the 
1910 census, the TO counties voting 
for prohibition had a population of 
2,000,000; the 18 counties voting 
against prohibition had but 2,200,- 
000. The 79 counties voting against 
home rule had 3,100,000 _ people: 
the nine counties voting for home 
rule had 1,600,000 people. It is clear- 
ly seen from the above that by coun- 
ties the state is overwhelming for pro- 
hibition and against the home rule 
amendment.” 

Unfortunately, ballots and not pop- 
ulation estimates or count of counties 
determined that the hard-won county 
option lawvof 190S was repealed. 
Wheeler fought hard against the re- 
turn of the saloons to the territory 
which had been dry under this statute, 
and in his report declared: 

“The liquor interests expected to 
open at least 2,000 additional saloons 
in the dry counties of the state.

His resignation 
as Ohio superintendent was accepted 
at the June meeting of the Ohio 
board, which passed the following res- 
olution : 

“Resolved, That in view of the very 
great and increasing importance of the 
legal work of the National Anti-Saloon 
Leagife, we consent to the release of 
Mr. Wayne B. Wheeler from the Ohiv 
superintendency, on condition that he 
be allowed to retain his office in Co- 
lumbus until after the election in No- 
vember next, in order that we may 
have his counse], advice and services 
during this years campaign. 

“We yield to the demand of the na- 
tional board of trustees from a sense 
of duty to the larger national interest 
and with sincere regret for Mr. Wheel- 
ers departure. For 21 years Mr 
Wheeler has given to our cause in 
i} Ohic extraordinary devotion, ability 
and efficiency, without which we could 
not have attained the vantage ground 
from whence we now look forward to 
a glorious victory in November.”

—the right of a state to the uncon- 
trolled regulation of its domestic in- 
stitutions, which included slaverv— 
in the south, made it seem Uighly po- 
litie to locat: the convention of that 
year in a southern state and city. 
Hence, Charleston, in South Caroli 
was selected. 
Every state of the 33 then in the 
union was represented in the Charles- 
ton convention by full delegat.ons, 
ceiving to it 803 votes, with 202 neces- 
cary to nominate under the two-thirds 
rule. The permanent chairman was 
Caleb Cushing, of Massachusetts, fa- 
mous jurist and publicist. The sessions 
continued form ten days and grew in 
excitements p koa On the seven h 
day, the platform’ resolutions were 
adopted. They were unsatisfactory to 
many of the southern delegates and 
fitty-odd of them withdrew from the 
convention. ‘These seceders met in 
another hall, organized a second con- 
vention under the chairmanship of 
Senator James A. Bayard, of Dela- 
ware, adopted a platform, and adjourn- 
ed to meet in Richmond, Va., on June 
11: but then a further adjournment 
was made to Baltimore for June 18. 
The regular convention proceeded 
in the meanwhile at Charleston, with 
57 roll ealls for the nomination of a 
presklential candidate. Stephen A. 
Douglas started with 145 votes, but 
never gained more than six thereafter, 
and upon the conclusion of the fifty- 
seventh ballot, with no nomination 
made, the convention adjourned to 
meet in Baltimore on June 18. 
The two factional conventions met 
saltimore on the date named, when 
the “regulars”? nominated Douglas and 
Johnson and the “seceders’ named 
sreckinridge and Lane—and thus the 
divided democracy went to the coun- 
try and was defeated by the republic- 
an party, whose candidate, Abrah.m 
Lincoln, received only 1,866,352 popu- 
lar votes as against 2,222,671 for the 
two democratic candidates. The south- 
ern states voted for Breckinridge, ex- 
cept Tennessee, Kentucky and Virgin- 
ian, Which voted for John Bell, con- 
stitutional unionist. Douglas carried 
only Missouri and three of the -elec- 
ioral votes of New Jersey. 

The impulsive assumption that the 
location of this year’s convention in 
a southern state and city is accepted 
by the southern democrats as the final 
sinking of the sectional enmities 
which split the Charleston convention 
and the party in 1860, is warranted, 
but is not all-inelusive. Southern 
democrats welcome the decision as a 
gesture of belated equity, but by no 
means as an inducement to or re- 
ward for their party fealty. In no 
circumstances, since their restoration 
to political rights, have the democrats 
of the south failed in their. allegiance 
to and support of the principles and 
fortunes of the party. 

It would be the crudest solecism to 
question the honor and fidelity of the 
southern democrats who surrendered 
their sectional issues with the sur- 
render of the arms they bore in sup- 
port of them in the war between the 
states; who went with unfeigned cc- 
votion into the party ranks at the 
Tammany hall convention in 1868; 
who, at the demand of the democrats 
of the north, indorsed Horace Greeley, 
a former arch-enemy of everything 
dear to democrats and to the south, 
at Baltimore, in 1872; who voted 
without protest for party plaforms de- 
claring opposition to any future re- 
opening of the issues settled by the 
thirteenth, fourteenth and = fifteenth 
amendments of the constitution, when 
such platforms were adopted in 1872 
and 18763; and who have patiently, for 
60 years, gone north and west to ac- 
cept the policies and candidates pre- 
ferred by the democrats of those sec- 
tions!

Wheeler threw himself with abondon 
into his final fight in his home state. 
A second state-wide prohibition amend- 
ment to the constitution was proposed 
by the league, while the wets offered a 
“stability league’ amendment, provid- 
ing against the voting on constitu- 
tional amendments twice defeated for 
a period of six years from the date 
of the adoption of the constitution of 
1912. This wet measure turned upon 


the league its own guns, since it pro-!

league amendment was also defeated, 
by a majority of 64,891. 

The Anti-Saloon League at once 
planned to resubmit the amendment in 


1916, but Wheeler was no longer to 
be their general. He had fought his 
last battle as commander of the Ohio 
dry forces. He now removed to Wash- 
ingten, but maintained an active in- 
terest in Ohio concerns and Ohio poli- 
tics. When, in a few years, Ohio 
was to elect a president of the Unit- 
ed States, Wheeler as an Ohioan with 
his voting residence in Ohio and with 
great political influence in Ohio, cap- 
italized all these at the white house, 
named the republican commissioner of 
prohibition, directed much of the work 
of the prohibition department, approv- 
ed or disapproved appointments, and 
as a private citizen probably exercised 
more authority over governmental af- 
fairs than any elected official. That 
influence and power had its roots in 
the political affiliations he had made 
while superintendent of Ohio.

needed to be reconciled or placated. 
Their ostracism functioned from the 
other wings of the party, and it is 
they who, by the going to Houston, 
have accepted reconciliation and con- 
sented to justice. Out of that happy 
conclusion there springs the intense 
hope that the convention will increase 
the spirit of Concord, and that in it 
there will occur no controversies so 
acrid and obstinate as to foment di- 
vision and desertions such as wrecked 
the convention at Charleston and the 
party's fortunes in 1860, 

Do present conditions within the 
party give substance to that fascinat- 
ing hope? There are plentiful auguries 
against it. The more appealing bet 
to a sporting spirit would be that the 
Houston convention will split rather 
than solidify. 

Just now there seems to be form- 
ing throughout the country a strong 
consensus of honorable men and wom- 
en that-will look to the democrats at 
Houston to raise a banner promising 
rigid reforms of governmental wrongs 
and to present candidates of such stal- 
wart honesty and abilities as will in- 
vite their election in November. 

The democratie party is neither 
moribund nor meaningless. It car- 
ries a perpetual mission. It was cre- 
ated to safeguard the landmarks of 
our American lberties; to preserve ‘ 
the purity of the government and keep 
it within the consent and control of 
the neople; and to exemplify to man- 
kind the vigor and virtues of  self- 
eovernment upon democratic represen- 
tative principles. At no time im our 
republie’s history have those objec- 
tives been more desirable than today. 

At Houston, the directors of the 
party's. program in this electoral 
year will be confronted with urgent 
responsibilities. ‘They will have the 
duty of declaring the political prin- 
ciples and administrative policies with 
which the party will challenge the con- 
fidence and support of the American 
electorate. It will not be easy tor 
them to segregate from the political 
eonfusion of the era those few plain 
and paramount issues which will ap- 
peal most persuasively to honest and 
progressive minds of the nation over. 
It will not be easy, either, to reach 
an early and popular agreement upon 
the candidates best qualified by char- 
acter, experience and political vision 
to champion the program and insure 
its realization, if and when indorsed 
by the people. 

Serious divisions of sentiment re- 
specting public issues affect and 
threaten the harmony of the party. 
There are irritating factional demands 
for attitudes to be assumed by the 
party toward certain persons and cer- 
tain policies. As in 1860, in the 
(tharleston convention, omens of ir- 
reconcilable oppositions will be pres- 
ent and presage desertions. and de- 
feat. Only a phenomenal pressure of 
wisdom and charity can carry the 
party through those perils to solidari- 
ty of sentiment and concert of cction 
for a common victory. Whether such 
wisdom and charity are available is 
a question that can only be answered 
by the culmination of the convention. 

One could not imagine a more bit- 
ter irony of fate than for the conven- 
tion which will assemble at Houston 
to fall into the footprints of that 
at Charleston and end in an equally 
deplorable and defeasible division; but 
potents to that conclusion will tlare 
in the heavens that arch it. 

Cool tempered, conservative and ex- 
perienced party veterans are heard ex- 
pressing fears that the political stars 
in their courses are fighting against 
the unity and harmony of the party. 

Despite the powerful advantages 
given to the democrats by the blunders 
and corruptions of the .epublicans, 
these wise men dread the reopening 
at Houston of the feuds and sores that 
defeated the party in 1924. But there 
are others, and more of them, who 
believe the party will be sane and 
strategic enough to embrace its great 
opportunity without falling into sui- 
cidal insanity. 

Two issues, charged with acrimony 
and enmities, threaten the peace and 
concord of the convention. They 
arise out of the prohibition situation, 


not actually visionary, now to predi- 
‘ate a split convention coming away 
from Houston. The republicans have 
as many reasons to fear such an out- 
come from their convention at Kansas 
City earlier in June. They look up 
from their strategy maps to see in the 
smoky air about them the ghosts of 
the rebels of I89G and 1912. (Note: 
This article was written before the 
meeting of the republican convention 
in Kansas City.) 

The most iuteresting and important 
speculation arises from the possibili- 
tr of formidable splits in both parties 
and their subsequent reorganizations, 
with new alignments of voters and 
with public issues more logically al- 
lotted between them. 

Assuming that we have now a simu- 
lacrum of political conditions such 
as existed between 1848 and 1856, 
then the’ best and happiest things that 
could result from the election in No- 
vember would be a_ recrystalization 
of the voters in a rew democratie and 
a new republican party, neither. of 
them retaining the sins of their pred- 
ecessors, neither of them retaining 
the poison of old sectional prejudices, 
and: neither of them “solid” in the 
south or in the north, in the east or 
in the west. The old “blouvdy chasm” 
is filled, the “bloody shirt’’ buried and 


Protted, and the bond of national peace 


and fraternity is enshrined for pos- 
terity in the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier at Arlington. Then why not 
parties that are both equally national? 

Voicing with some warrant of au- 
thority a sentiment that has been 
growing in the south for several dec- 
ades, the writer affirms that the new- 
born parties above sketched would be 
welcomed with great favor and 
warmth by the southern people. 

Politics in the south, monopolized 
and dominated by the leaders of a 
single docile and self-serving party, 
‘has been devoid for two generations 
of any acute sense or interest ‘of na- 
tional or international quality. We 
have inbred our home patriotism, be- 
cause, for a long season following the 
war between the states we figured and 
felt as “the poor relation” of the 
richer and more powerful sections of 
the union. Our isolation and enforced 
self-preservation encouraged local oli- 
garchy and enfeebled our strains of 
statesmanship. The consequences of 
ring rule and prohibited competition 
in political matters have been im- 
poverishing to the cultural, social, in- 
dustrial and progressive interests of 
the southern states. 

The masses in the south need the 
awakening and stimulating influence 
of new and expansive political issues. 
They would be intellectually and 
patriotically improved by education in 
the larger problems of national wel- 
fare, and international relations be- 
tween our country and the peoples of 
the world. 

They need, for instance, to learn 
intimately their personal interest in 
issues of tariff, and transportation 
and immigration, and power creatjon 
and distribution, and. conservation 
of natural resources, and _ foreign 
trade as related to a merchant marine 
and wider markets for American 
products. General discussion and un- 
derstanding of such issues for politi- 
cal treatment, both in state and na- 
tion, would easily and soon create a 
half-dozen “doubtful states” below 
the Mason and Dixon’s line and rid 
the political atmosphere in the south 
of the war-aftermath slogans and 
brain-anaestheties that have stupes 
fiel our people and stagnated our 
statesmanship, once so rich and 
regnant. 

There will come a wonderful up- 
lift of personal and political indepen- 
dence in any southern commonwealth 
when two strong, reputable, progres- 
sive parties shall contend for control 
of its local governments and deter- 
mine its part in the national legisla- 
tion and administration. The wiser 
and more practical men in southern 
enterprises are earnestly hoping to 
see that new era arrive. 

If, then, both Kansas City and 
Houston should exhjbit nosedives and 
crashes of the old machines, there 
will be cheers, rather than tears. 


and the revival of a religio-pclitical 
conflict within the party. Jiuman ex- 
perience is that the most implacable: 
unreasonable creature at large is the 
reformer, whether his metier be mor- 
als, religion, sociology, polities, or 
what not. He is “sot in his system’ 
and that bars argument with him. He 
bulks big in the ranks of the demo- 
cratic party and his consecration is 
to write a “dry platform” and to de- 
feat the nomination of any person 
known or suspected to be unfriend- 
ly to a drastic prohibition policy. It 
is sheer folly to blink the fact that 
the leading spirits of that faction are 
strongly disposed to incite their par- 
tisans to bolt the action of the Hous- 
ton convention should that action be 
contrary to their demands. In that 
event, and whether the bolters simply 
sulked in their tents on election day, 
or led away a third party aggrega- 
tion of insurrectos, the net result co. Id 
be the certain defeat of the party in 
the general election. What to do 
with the prohibition problem will be 
a prime puzzle and give serious pause 
to the party directors assembled ‘at 
Houston. 

The presence of religious prejudice 
and intolerance in the party condi- 
tions is due to the candidacy of Gov- 
ernor Smith, of New York, for the 
presidential nomination. His known 
Romanism in chureh faith and affilia- 
tion has aroused fierce personal an- 
tagonism to him in aes formidable 
Protestant contingent of the democrat- 
ic party. The major millions of demo- 
crats do not worry themselves over 
Governor Smith’s religion. They 
rightly consider it as his personal af- 
fair and as wholly foreign to his quali- 
fications and availability as a repre- 
sentative democratic candidate for the 
presidency. ‘They adhere to the an- 
cient democratie principle of absolute 
religious freedom and tolerance. But 
that liberality of the majority does not 
avoid or annul the menace of such a 
religionist revolt as the radical Prot- 
estant minority could excite and that 
would unquestionably imperil any 
chance of party victory in November. 

So the most acute question at ! ous- 
ton will probably be, “What shall we 
do with the fanatics who threaten to 
bolt the convention unless they are per- 
mitted to have their way?’ And if 
they do have their way and defeat 
the nomination of Smith on the ground 
of religious intolerance, what is to 
become of the democratic vote in the 
New England and middle states? Can 
it be held hereafter? 

Unguestionably this vote, largely 
Roman Catholic, made possible the 
election of the only two democratic 
presidents we have had since the 
civil war—Cleveland and Wilson. If 
that vote is to be told that it is to 
be ostracised in the matter of °° 
ficial preferment, and that hereafter 
“none such need apply,” what is to 
be expected from the element that 
has for more thau half a century ec: 
the backbone of democratic strength 
in the north? Is it unreasonable to 
assume that, so far as the demovocratic 
party is concerned, it will be zone— 
and gone for good? And that cease 
the party would cease to exist as a 
national organization.

among many millions of citizens who 
hasten to exchange their old 
tags of “republican” and “democrat.’’

They have treat- 
ed the greater interests of the people 
with timidity or truculence, and over- 
Slaughed them with ad captandum ay)- 
peals to party prejudices, class and 
racial discontents, and reform pledges 
that tickled the ear and tricked the 
hope. No wonder, then, that millions 
of the plain people look. upon many of 
the party leaders as traders and tub- 
thumpers, 
_ It demands great human or national 
issues, and strong men of convictions 
and vision, to marshal the emotions 
and consciences of a people so nn- 
merous and practical as ours. Newly 
framed parties with newly accoladed 
leaders might produce the needed 
popular revival and resumed marches 
upon the highway of noble service and 
national glory,

ALFRED ALOYSIUS SMITH.

Many were the entreaties of the 
Yard to abandon its time-worm meth- 
od of keeping everlastingly on a Cer- 
tain track. ‘‘Introduce modern meth- 
ods!” “Get your man!” 

And then, just when it looked like 
Scotland Yard had been licked, that 
it had been sticking stubbornly to a 
wrong scent—two arrests were made 
and two convictions were obtained. 
Scotland Yard had vindicated itself 
and tts methods. 

It is a, thrilling story—the story of 
this vindication, but before we launch 
into that, let’s glance at the men who 
have brought it about—‘“the Big 
Six’’ of Scotland Yard. 

Come with me behind the scenes 


of the great red-turreted building on 
Thames-side, by the House of Par- 
liament, and meet these six super-de- 


tectives, the men who are chiefly re- 


sponsible for the fact that out of a

Actu- 
ally, he is the chief detective of Eng- 
land, always liable to be called in by 
the police chiefs outside his area for 
the solution of some major crime. 

He directs operations on every ma 
jor crime and presides at the daily 
conference of the Big Six.

16,000 of these being for indictable 
offenses ranging from arson, rape, 
counterfeiting and wounding to rob- 
bery with violence and murder. 

He is the master elucidator, proba- 
bly the most efficient and experi- 
enced detective functioning today, 
and one of the world’s remarkable 
men. His face, with its great beak 
of a nose, trap mouth and_ basilisk 
eves, is stony in its calm. 

He used to be a “‘footslogger,” an 
ordinary patrolman; rides 
with his powerful shoulders and big 
vulture head slouched against the 
cushions of a huge limousine.

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and other criminal fry as .you or I 
might collect stamps—tenaciously, 
expertly. interestedly yet detachedly. 

He thinks crime is a disease. But 
when he is after a man there is no 
softness about him. He its tenacious 
as a bulldog, cunning as a ferret, 
sharp as a hawk, relentless and mer- 
ciless. 

He has his human side. He is with- 
out vindictiveness. He is on hand- 
shaking terms with hundreds of crim- 
inals. He has helped the destitute 
familv of many a crook. 

His life has never been attempted. 
There was a time when the chiefs of 
the East Side gangs he was engaged 
in breaking up swore that his life was 
not worth a moment’s purchase. But 
he went about the crime quarter un- 
armed and unescorted—and lives. 

He made his name in the service by 
gang smashing, and his name_ with 
the public by solving two extra- 
ordinary murder mysteries. 

One was a case in which he had to 
find the murderer of a headless wom- 
an left lving in a West End square. 
His-only clew was a laundry mark on 
a sheet shrouding the corpse. He 
hunted his man along lines’ which 
have since become the standard 
method at the Yard in the approach 
to all murder mysteries. 

First he asked himself what sort of 
persons would be likely te commit 
such a crime; he estimated the mental 
and psychological aspects of the case; 


and then he examined the known bad

characters who might have done the 
thing. 

He asked three main questions: 
Who was the last person seen with 
the victim? Who were the victim’s 
friends? Where was the instrument 
used in the crime purchased? 

He. got his man, a Belgian butcher 
named Voisin. Voisin was hanged. 

The other case is known in crime 
history as “the trunk murder.” The 
dismembered corpse of a woman was 
found in a trunk deposited in the 
cloak room at a London railway sta- 
tion. The only clew was a dishcloth 
maces of But that) clew --led 
Wensley to the office of a man 
named Robinson, and a blood-stained 
match in that office completed the 
chain of evidence. Robinson was ex- 
ecuted. 

Hawkins, bald, stout, spectacled, is 
the robbery and blackmail expert. He 
is the repository of innumeratle se- 
crets of the haut monde. The late 
Lord Rothschild, England’s Pierpont 
Morgan, once called him in to settle 
a blackmailer. 

Hawkins arranged a neat trap. Ten 
thousand dollars was to be placed in 
a hotel washroom. Hawkins fixed up 
an electric contraption to ring a bell 
in an adjoining room when the notes 
were picked up. The bell rang. 
Hawkins rushed in and Seized a man 
who was desperately trying to wash 
black stains off his hands.

But there is nothing of 
the floorwalker in his mental make- 
up. He is an adept at disguise, a 
master in the gentle art of shadow- 
ing, talks French and German, is an 
expert on the international ‘“‘dope”’ 


traffic and stopped the use of drugs 
amone the troops during the war. He 
prepares cases for the director of pub- 
lic prosecutions. 

John Ashley, the fifth of the for- 
midable bunch, looks like a Meth- 
odist parson and does the detail think- 
ing for Wensley. He talks to crim- 
inals in such a fatherly way that he 
usually gets the truth out of them. 
He has trained his memory to such a 
degree that when he sits in at the 
conferences of criminal and legal ex- 
perts when major crimes are under 
discussion the alternative to a search 
of the records is to ‘“‘ask Ashley.” 

He is the man who docketed at the 
Yard over. t,000,000 records of 
British and international crooks. Pos- 
sibly this accounts for his premature 
gray hair. 

Once he was explaining to a well 
known man how almost everybody 
carried an identification mark in the 
Shape of a laundry mark. He was 
shown a laundry mark on the other’s 
clothes and asked to identify it. He 
was puzzled. 

“That’s got me,” he confessed. ‘I 
know the marks of all the well known 
laundries, but I’ve never seen that 
sort of marking before. Besides, it’s 
green thread, which its most rare.”

So much for the Big | 
selves. Their method, the famous 
Wensley method, of working, does 
not make such romantic reading as 
that of Sherlock Holmes. In fact, it 
is nothing more than one of those 
laborious methods of crime detection 
which the celebrated Mr. Holmes 
never ceased to ridicule, a method 
nevertheless, which has proved its 
adequacy to the hilt. Nowhere is it 
better demonstrated than in the Gut- 
teridge case—now assured of a prom- 
Inent place among the classic crimes 
—the murder of a police officer in 
September, which culminated in the 
arrest of the murderers six months 
later. 

Early on the morning of September 
5 Wensley had a telephone call from 
the police of Essex, the adjoining 
county to London. One of their men, 
Gutteridge, had been found dead ina 
lonely Isne. He had received a fatal 
Shot, had staggered back and fallen, 
and as he lay he had been shot again 
through the eye. Wheel tracks show- 
ed that an automobile had stopped 
at that spot. The dead man had pen- 
cil and notebook out. 

Detectives were dispatched. While 
they were busy the discovery ofan 
abandoned, bloodstained car in a cul- 
de-sac on the outskirts of the city en- 
abled Wensley and his colleagues to 
reconstruct the crime in its principle 
features. 

Gutteridge, on patrol at night, had 
recognized the dector’s car approach- 
ing (the car had been stolen from a 
doctor’s garage), seen it occupied by 
Strangers, and had hailed it. No doubt 
he had blown his whistle and the 
thugs had stopped. Gutteridge had 
started to ask awkward questions, and 
the bandits, seeing long terms of 
penal servitude ahead for carrying

loaded firearms and driving im a 
stolen car—British law. comes down 
with a heavy hand on the armed 
criminal with a bad record—nhad shot 
him. 

Why had they then pursued him 
to the roadside and sent bullets 
crashing through each eye? Doubt- 
less because they had a superstitious 
dread of the impression of themselves 
appearing on the retina of the dead 
man’s eyes. 

The Yard had three immediate 
clues: (1) the bullets extracted from 
the body, (2) the stolen car, and 
(3) a cartridge case left in the car. 

They also had a description of the 
doctor’s instruments which had been 
in the car, and which had disappear- 
ed. They knew the type of gun 
from which some, at least, of the 
fatal bullets had been fired. 

And here Sir Wyndham Childs, the 
chief of the secret political police and 
counter-espionage, an ex-army Ooffi- 
cer, butted in and made a significant 
discovery. Childs is lean, polite, a 
narrow-eyed lynx of a man. He was 
a musketry expert in the army. He 
examined cartridge case, bullets and 
photographs of the shot-riddled face 
and found that (a) the case was that 
of an obsolete Mark IV _ cartridge 
withdrawn from the army soon after 
the war started, (b) one of the bul- 
lets fired through the eyes had been 
propelled by black powder, a detona- 
tion for cartridges not used since 
1894, and (c) the other had been 
propelled by cordite. 

It was thus established that 
men, one of whom had a mixed as- 
sortment of ammunition, were con- 
cerned in the crime; and Childs could 
further say that when a revolver was 
found the breach shield of which du- 
plicated the peculiarities in the fatal 
cartridge case—marks now known to 
be as infallible as finger prints—that 
would be the weapon with which the 
constable was murdered. 

In the process of testing these 
theories the. Yard examined 
over 1,300 revolvers, and spent days 
firing bullets into wood and examin- 
ing the effect under the microscope. 
That would have taken friend Holmes 
quite a time, even with the assist- 
ance of Dr. Watson. 

Meanwhile months went by. No 
arrest. What were Wensley and his 
men up to? They were looking for 
the killer’s gun, and conducting a 
systematic comb-out of suspects and 
others. 


Every revolver that came into po- 
lice hands went to Scotland Yard. The 
war office cooperated. A weird and 
wonderful collection of guns accu- 
mulated. Uneasy folk in illicit pos- 
session of revolvers furtively drop- 
ped them. They were fished out of 
rivers and off waste land, and sent to 
the Yard. The owners were hunted 
out and questioned. 


The record office provided the 
names of all criminals of violent ten- 
dencies who had been liberated from 
prison in the last two or three years. 
They were looked up. Thousands of 
men were traced and _ interrogated. 
Detectives shadowed suspects and 
kept watch for wanted crooks who 
had eluded the round-up. There were 
Sudden raids and surprise searches. 

The vulture-headed Wensley sat in 


his office by the old river and, in the 
course of months, saw his search nar-

One was 
an habitual criminal named Browne.

Browne 
had eluded all search.

It is a London reg- 
istration number.

The 
latter report back that the name is 
not known at the address. It looks 
like a fake number. Will Sheffield 
inquire further and report? 

Sheffield gets busy and finds that 
a local man was in the mystery car as 
passenger. This man is an ex-convict. 
He is questioned and discloses that 
the driver was Browne. Browne has 
a garage at Brixton. 

This “leak” in Sheffield reaches 
the hawks at the Yard. _ Instantly 
they pounce. But the Flying Squad 
men find that Browne is away. He 
has motored to his old prison at Dart- 
moor to bring a friend, a convict due 
for release, back to London. 

Here the tale touches fantasy. 
Browne drives the released convict 
to Scotland Yard, where he has ‘oa 
report an entering the metropols, 
and then goes on to Battersea. The 
waiting detectives jump on him 5de- 
fore he can reach one of his several 
guns. 

In the Yard they are on _ tenter- 
hooks. They have got one of the 
killers. But, the evidence? 

In Browne’s garage an expert ex- 
amines the collection of 
breaks one. Mark IV cartridges in 
the cylinder and the breach shield du- 
plicates the peculiarities in the faial 
cartridge case. He breaks another 
gun. It contains an assortment of 
ammunition, two rounds of which 
hold black powder propellant. 

And there are the doctor’s stoijen 
instruments! 

Strange vanity! The killer, strong, 
intelligent, cunning, ferocious, is so 
sure cf not being tracked that he has 
held on to the very evidence needed 


to hang him—the guns, the ammu- 
nition, the instruments. 


The Yard’s half-year’s patient hunt 
is at an end. All the detectives’ the- 
ories have proved correct. They in- 
cidentally have confirmed _ their 
favorite contention: that detective 
work is only about a 55 per cent fac- 
tor in unraveling a crime, the other 
45 per cent being accounted for by 
the items of information received— 
uniformity of style, carelessness and 
vanity. In that order. 


For months they had known as 
much as Sherlock Holmes could have 
discovered by his celebrated deductive 
method; but without that ‘‘informa- 
tion received” they would still be 
looking for Browne, and, lacking this 
interlocking system, this deadly close- 
woven net for gathering information 
from every corner of the island and 
getting action on it from a centrai 
headquarters, not all the Holmeses in 
the world could have found Browne, 
let alone effected an arrest and secur- 
ed the essential evidence.

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T IS seldom that a newly appointed 
American Ambassador has faced a 
more formidable task than that which 

was before Dwight Morrow when he leit 
the quiet precincts of Wall Street for the 
troubled atmosphere of Mexico City in Octo- 
ber of last year. Mexico had been through 
ten vears of revolution during which Ame: #- 
can troops had twice entered Mexican ter- 
ritory. During the following seven. years 
the Obregon-Calles regime had attemp'ed 
to give effect to announced princivies of 
the revolution with results which had 
brought it into sharp conflict with the 
United States. Relations between the two 
countries were anything but pleasant, and 
Mr. Morrow's predecessor had left the coun- 
try after a troubled period of-opposition to 
Mexican plans, during which negotiations 
over pending issues had come to an impasse. 

They were thorny preblems—those which 
Dwight Morrow went ts Mexico to tackle. 
American oil operators contended that th° 
Mexican government was attempting to 
confiscate their properties. American land 
owners declared that their lands were being 
seized without compensation. Thousands of 
American claims against Mexico were hope- 
lessly entangled in official red tape. The 
Mexican rulers, while apparently able to 
maintain themselves in office, were in dis- 
couraging financial straits. In fact, the 
years of civil war and the effort to install 
a new social régime had so disrupted the 
economic life of the country that a serious 
breakdown threatened. 

This was bad enough. But what was still 
more serious, the Mexican government had 
come to blows with the Catholic Church, 
and- the two institutions were engaged in a 
bitter struggle. The people of Mexico, with 
the exception of hardly more than 1 per 
cent of their number, claim membership in 
the Catholic Church. Yet a large number 
of them seemed to look on with indifference 
while the government, asserting its inten- 
tion to drive the Church out of politics, put 
in force restrictive regulations which finally 
brought an order from the Church for the 
priests to discontinue their services until 
the government should mitigate the rigor 
of its proceedings. Mexico was practically 
under an interdict 

While the majority of the Mexicans 
seemed indifferent, an important minority 
was warmly resentful against the govern- 
ment for what they termed a persecution 
of religion. Some went so far as to take 
up arms against the authorities. Even to- 
day about 25,000 men continue to carry on 
a guerilla warfare against the government 
in the southwestern states of Mexico. They 
ar@ maintained in the field by numerous 
Mexican Catholics who make secret contri- 
butions to their funds, while prayers for 
their success go up from thousands of others 
who are unable to contribute. The Church 
itself has taken no part in this revolt. On 
the contrary, it has discouraged violence and 
counseled merely passive resistance to the 
goverhnmeént measures. Nevertheless, the 
fighting has gone on and <ome priests have 
been executed on the charge of participat- 
ing in military operations. 

A serious enough situation to have in a 
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neighboring country. And it had serious reper- 
cussions in the United States. While but 20 
per cent of our population is Catholic, these 
were profoundly moved by the spectacle of 
15,000,000 Mexican fellow Catholics deprived of 
all of the services of the Church. No masses, 
no public baptisms, weddings or funerals; no 
religious offices throughout the whole extent of 
a-land whose people were almost unanimously 
Catholic! Resentment was keen, and in some 
quarters gave rise to a demand for vigorous 
action on the part of the United States on behalf 
of the oppressed Mexican believers. While many 
Catholics realized that the issue between the 
Church and State in Mexico was a purely domes- 
tic one and that the United States could not 
properly take any part in it, there was no 
question of the widespread antipathy among 
American Catholics—and even among non- 
Catholics—toward the Calles government. 

On the other hand, the Coolidge administra- 
tion had been much belabored by liberal ele- 
ments in this country for its stanch support of 
American rights against the revolutionary in- 
cursion’ of the Mexican government. Secretary 
Kellogg had been roundly condemned for what 
was described as his determination to obstruct 
economic and social reform in Mexico. His 
critics derianded a complete reversal of Ameri- 
can policy toward the southern republic and 
insisted that instead of opposing Mexican re- 
forms, we should co-operate with the Mexicans 
to bring them about. 

Thus Mexico had managed not only to Inter- 
est millions of the American people, but to in- 
ject itself as a very real factor into American 
politics. Even if there had not been an elec- 
tion only a year ahead, political common sense 
demanded the cleaning up of a situation where 
one section of American opinion was condemning 
the Administration for opposing the Calles reé- 
gime and another would be equally ready to con- 
demn it for supporting the Calles régime. 
Either horn of the diiemma was annoying. The 
One désirable course was to bring about a com- 
promise between the Church and State in Mex- 
ico and thus disarm criticism from both direc- 
tions. Statesme pship pointed in the same direc- 
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tion. for harmony between the Church and State 
of Mexico was a necessity before the other 
Mexican problems could be solved. Peace and 
order must first be attained before the Mexicans 
could hope to turn their attention effectively to 
such matters as the balancing of the national 
budget and the restoration of prosperity to the 
country. If Mexico were once on her feet eco- 
nomically and the government relieved from the 
terrific financial pressure under which it was 
laboring, no doubt the diplomatic issues with 
the United States would find ready solution. 
Thus was indicated the way to the removal of 
an irritating issue from our own national life, 
a general improvement of Mexican domestic 
conditions and the harmonizing of Mexican- 
American relations. 

But where was the man who could carry out 
such a project? Here was a task for an intel- 
lectual giant. Here was work which called for 
supreme skill in fields which diplomats seldom 
entered. It called for a mastery of economics, 
of finance and:of law, as well as of diplomacy. 
It called for a man trained as not one Ameri- 
can in a million can hope to be trained. 

President Coolidge named Dwight W. Morrow 
to be Ambassador to Mexico. At first there was 
an outcry at the suggestion of sending a mem- 
ber of the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. to an 
Ambassadorial post. And to Mexico, of all 
places! This startled cry ran through the press 
that still thinks in terms of twenty years ago. 
There was sputtering in the House-of Repre- 
sentatives. There was fuming in the Senate. 

Then other counsels began to make themselves 
heard. In addition to his Wall Street connec- 
tions Dwight Morrow had an enviable record of 
disinterested publie service. His ability was un- 
questioned; his integrity no less so. He was an 
old friend and trusted adviser of the President. 
And after all, was there not ground for gratifica- 
tion if the President could persuade a man like 
this to leave a position reputed to be worth 
¢1.000.000 a vear and ¢o to work for the United 
States at a post where he must expect to draw 
upon his private income to meet his expenses? 
Mexico presented a difficult problem. Why not 
let a Morrow have a try at it? 
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The Senate quietly approved his appoint- 
ment. 

Never was there a more fitting one. The 
Mexican rulers were beginning to realize 
that sooner or later they must have out- 
side financial help to keep the Mexican 
ship of state afloat. That help must come 
from the United States. They were there- 
fore predisposed to lhsten to Morrow, the 
financial genius, when they might have 
turned a deaf ear to another envoy. 

But this advantage was incidental. The 
President had picked Morrow because of 
his long acquaintance with him and his 
complete confidence in his ability, not be- 
cause of his connection with a great bank- 
ing house. He knew the man and trusted 
him to find a way out of a baffling situation. 
Thus far he has ‘ad not the slightest rea- 
son to regret his choice. On the contrary, 
Morrow has ?lready captured the imagina- 
tion of the people of both countries. 

In the first place, he is an almost ir- 
-esistible personality. This has nothing to 
do with imposing physique, for his stature 
is below the average and his build is slight. 
It has nothing to do with dress, for the 
world is too full of interesting things for 
him to give more than passing attention 
to sartorial demands. In appearance this 
Ambassador could pass for a university pro- 
fessor endowed with more than the usual 
measure of alertness. 

I think Morrow’s hold on men is due to 
two things. First. his remarkable intellect. 
He has the ability to see through the most 
dificult and complicated problems in a 
manner which leads him almost instinct- 
ively to their solution. This remarkable 
gift of penetration he has by no means con- 
fined to economics and finance. It has car- 
ried him into many other fields of human 
knowledge and particularly into history; of 
which he is passionately fond. There he 
has found abundant light on the motives 
which prompt the actions of men. Thus 
equipped he enters upon the study of a 
new problem with a vigor and persistence 
which soon leaves his collaborators and 
assistants gasping fo- breath. 


Morrow's position with the Morgan firm 
and his general standing in the community 
are ample evidence that others beside Presi- 
dent Coolidge hold him in high regard. An- 
vther incident may serve to emphasize this. 
The division of an estate involving many 
millions of dollars had thrown the heirs 
into a many-cornered fight, which at one 
time threatened to run into a lifetime of 
litigation. With unusual good sense, the 
heirs agreed to leave the entire matter to an 
arbitrator and to accept his decision as final. 
Dwight Morrow was the. arbitrator. He 
moved several truckloads of evidence to the 
top floor of a building and started sifting 
it. Straight through ‘this mass of evidence 
Morrow went. His departure for Mexico 
was delayed until he could finish it. When 
he finished, he wrote his decision. ‘The heirs 
accepted it without complaint from. any 
direction. And Morrow was ready for his 
next wisk.

In 1910 Dr. Palmer had moved to 
New York and made his home in the 
imposing Summit Lodge in Mount 
Vernon. 


Apparently the foster-mother had 
given the child all the so-called ad- 
vantages that money could supply. 
As a child she had a capable gov- 
erness, Later she had attended a 
fashionable finishing school, said by 
newspaper men to have been the 
Same school Millicent Robers, the 
Standard Oil heiress, had attended. 


But the school never was able to 
finish the training of pretty young 
Julia, for at the age of 17 - eloped 
with Francis (Buster) Allen, son of 
a wealthy Westchester family. The 
couple, it was said, ran off to Green- 
wich, Conn.. and were married. With- 
in a short while the marriage was an- 
nulled by the Allens. 

And soon afterward 
birth to a son, Kenneth, who was 
adopted by Dr. Palmer. Dr. Palmer 
took the child_with her to her new 
home in Gktskoma City, Okla., while 
the restkSs Julia went off to~ seek 
fame and adventure along the bright 
lights of Broadway. 

Fame she did not win, but no one 
could ever say she did not find ad- 
venture. 

Somewhere along that bright path 
of light that cuts through mid-Man- 
hattan the girl encountered George 
McDonald and fell in love with him. 
Thereafter, until the end, whither he 
went she went, his people were her 
people and his god her god. And 
his god was an evil one. McDonald 
was a criminal—he made her a crim- 
inal. 

McDonald, naturally, came in for 
no sympathy at all. All the stories 
were of Julia, the girl who was doom- 
ed to die. She had stuck to him 
through everything, and now she was 
about to pay the extreme penalty tor 
her devotion. This devotion con- 
tinued to manifest itself after they 
were convicted; he and she wrote 
passionate notes to each other. In 
effect, she reneated the words of 
Ruth: 

“Where thou diest will I 
there will | be buried; the 
so to me, and more also. if 
death part thee and me.” 

One of her lettérs, in reply to one 
from him saying that he praved every 
hour that her sentence would be com- 
muted, stated: 

“No, | took you ‘for better, for 
worse.’ If you are taken away, I 
would rather go with you than be left 
to live out my life, a convict alone, 
without. your love. I. would rather 
die when vou do. We will die to- 
gether.” 

In Mount Vernon a defense com- 
mittee was formed and Wolfgang E. 
Cribari of that city was made counsel. 
Mrs. Palmer, who until early in the 
present year had not known that the 
girl facing death in Montreal was her 
own adopted daughter, was found 
and later came on to lend her aid, 
along with the girl’s own mother, 
Mrs. Hazel Greco, of Chicago. 

As February wore on—the sched- 
uled date of the execution was March 
23—the young woman continued to 
assert that she wanted to die with the 
man she loved, but she insisted that 
she was not a murderess. ‘‘I’ve been 
a bad girl,’’ she said, “‘but I’m not a 
murderess. ”’ 

The campaign of sentiment be- 
came so overwhelming that Major 
R. L. Calder, former crown prose- 
cutor who aided in the defense of Mc- 
Donald and Doris, took occasion to 
say that the girl’s sugar-coated sym- 
pathizers were ruining her chances.

opinion on this plea,’’ he said. ‘‘Senti- 
mentalism or the suggestion’ that 
Canadians are a lat of cold-blooded 
murderers when it comes to punish- 
ing an American eitizen will stiffen 
the resistance to clemency so much 
that the government will not be able 
to stretch a point in Mrs. McDonald’s 
favor.’ 

An added touch of sentiment came 
when Doris clasped to her bosom her 
29-months-old child, whom she had 
not seen for many months. That was 
on February 27. 

About that time Doris decided that 
She wanted to live. She said that if 
McDonald would tell the truth he 
would prove her innocence. She ad- 
mitted now that she had not been 
married to him. 

On March 148, five days before the 
scheduled date of execution, McDon- 
ald called police officials to his cell 
and made a statement exonerating 
his mistress. While Napoleon Se- 
guin, governor of the prison; Daniel 
Lorraine. chief of police of Quebec 
province, and Attornevs Wolfgang 
and Le Gault looked on, the doomed 
man wrote out the following: 

“To whoever this may concern: 

“This is to certify that my wife, 
Doris Palmer McDonald, now in jail 
at Montreal, P. Q., is innocent of the 
murder of A. Bouchard. I swear to 
this by my God in heaven. She had 
not one thing to do in that murder 
or helped in any way and the Denver 
confession is untrue. 

“Signed, 

“GEORGE C. McDONALD.” 

Two days later the cabinet of Pre- 


mier Mackenzie King sent word to 
Viscount Willingdon that Doris de- 
served the mercy of the English 
crown. and that her sentence should 
be commuted to life imprisonment. 
The governor general signed the re- 
priece on March 21. 

Mrs. Bouchard, widow of the mur- 
dered man, was bitter in her denun- 


ciation of the reprieve. ‘‘Why let 
this drunken girl come up here and 
kill our honest men?” she asked. ‘‘It 
was murder when they shot Adelard, 
and murderers must hang. Why 
should she live?” 

McDonald was escorted by forty 
detectives to Valleyfield. where Muir 
met his doom. He bore up well, ac-

cording to his guards, and mounted 
the tall red scaffold with a firm step. 
The execution was private. As dawn 
broke on the morning of March 23 a 
fiuttering black flag rising over the 
Valleyfield jail told the waiting 
throngs that the murderer had died.
